by Itself Attorney George M. Valentine 
presents plans which are practical und 
ought to bo thoroughly consistent with 
the desires of Cass county, which com­ 
prises the other part of this district. 


The plan which Mr. Valentine is lij- 
ciined to regard as the one which will 
api>eal most favorably t<) the various 
counties concerned involves the crea­ 
tion of a new district. 
He has another 
proposition which has to do with a 
change in the fifth and ninth districts 
but this plan he considers impracticable 
on account of the itossibility of its lic- 
ing unconstitutional as it would throw* 
one of the judges now in office out of a 
job and although the legislature has 
the iH>wer to rearrange judicial dis­ 
tricts it is prohibited from so arrang­ 
ing them that a judge will Ihj relieved 
of his office. 


The fifth judicial district comprises 
Barry, Eaton and Calhoun counties und 
the ninth Van Buron and Kalamazoo. 
If it were not constitutionally wrong 
Mr. Valentino would have liarry and 
Kalamazof) 
constitute one 
district, 
Eaton and Calhoun another, V^in Buren 
and Cass the thlrtl and Berrien alone 
the fotirth. 
The difficulty with such 
an arrangem ent is that Judge Smith of 
the fifth district resides in Barry county 
and Judge Buck of the ninth district in 
Kalama/oocounty, bringing both judges 
in the same district and necessarily 
legislating one of them out of office 
which there is grave doubt of the legis­ 
lature being able to do. 


The most practical plan in the mind 
of Mr. Valentine is to create another 
district from the second, 
fifth and 
ninth districts. He proposes that Barry 
and F.aton, be made a (listrict, Kalama­ 
zoo and Calhoun another, Van Buren 
and Cass tho third and Bet*rien the 
fourth. The only itossibie objection to 
this scheme aside from that of provid­ 
ing the salarj’ of another judge is tliat 
of making Ivalania/oo and Calhoun, 
iKJth populous counties, Into one dis­ 
trict. The business of that district, 
how<;ver, would scarcely bo as gr*;at as 
in the fifth district w^here there are 
now three cotinties. 


Tho salary of a «'ircuit judge is $2,50l> 
a year, and for this small consideration 
the counties of the second, fifth and 
ninth iudicial districts should not be 
com|K*lled to continue under the pres­ 
ent inconvenient and harrassing condi­ 
tion. The local attorneys arc vigor­ 
ously agitating a change and in all 
probability the matt«>r will come up be­ 
fore the nt'xt legislature.

A writer in Forest 
and Stream, who has spunt several sea­ 
sons iu Labrador, relates a rather thrill­ 
ing experience w ith a team of these 
dogs, who, ho says, trot along content­ 
edly onongh so long as there is no game 
in sight, but the moment they scent 
game they seem to conclude that drag­ 
ging a sled is for tiiem merely a side is­ 
sue; that their actual mission in life is 
to go after the game whenever it is 
within range. He says : 


“ A thaw had been followed by a 
frost, and the snow covering tlie ice on 
the lakes was frozen hard. 
So four of 
our party got on the sleigh to have a 
final drive. They started in great glee, 
and just as they Youndud the Ar.st point 
they saw a fine young caribou buck 
about 600 yards ahead. As soon us the 
dogs saw it they gave a yelp like a pack 
of wolves and started like an arrow 
from a bow after the caribou, which 
looked round on hearing tiie yelp, saw 
its pursuers and flew over the ice, keep­ 
ing iu the middle of tiie lake. When the 
dogs started with a jerk, one of tiio party 
was thrown off violently and slid a long 
way on the hard snow before iuj could 
pall up, feeling redhot from the fric­ 
tion and gazing wistfully after lii.s i'uHt 
disappearing comrades, wiio clung to 
the sleigh like grim deatii and enjoyed 
this novel hunt. Of course, tiiere wan 
not tho slightest chance of tlieir catcli- 
ing the animal, which, instead of mak­ 
ing for tho buHii on thu nearoHt shore, 
held on iu the middle of tiie lake, rigiit 
up to the end, where it took to the 
woods. 
The impromptu hunter.s soon 
found themselves in a didioulty, for it 
was impossible to stop tiie dog.s, who 
uould not realize that they had a slcigli 
behind them with 
passengers. 
Tlui 
driver tried in vain to stop them, and 
there was every probability of broken 
limbs or necks when they would striico 
the bush. However, they soon made up 
their minds and dropped oiT one |jy one, 
rolling over and over iu the snow, or 
sliding some distance away, with niucli 
damage to thtâr nether garments and 
much abrasion of tiu) cutiele. 
Mean­ 
while tho dogs, relieved of tlie weight, 
rushed after the deer, and, entering the 
woods, got tangled up among tiie trees, 
and, as usual on such occasions, wound 
np with a free fight among tiiemselves. 
After extrioating them tho party rq-uin- 
barked and drove quietly buctk to tiiu 
liouse, whero they repaired damages, 
related their adventure and wrote it 
down in the club's logbook. ’’ 


N atu re'a Void Ntoragu II u u m*. 


In the valley of the Petciiora river, 
whicli flows from the Ural mountains 
into tho Arctic ocean near Nova Zoiu- 
bla, there is a state of things wliich is 
attracting the attention of naturalists 
and is only one more example of liuw 
judiciously nature does her work when 
her primitive conditions are observed. 
This valley has a sturdy growtii of 
orowberries, cloudberries, cranberrioH, 
any number of small fruit bearing 
plants, with heath moss and liciiens, 
some of which bear seed and iruit in 
great profusion. An eminent ornitliolo- 
glst, iu the couri^e of his researches in 
this locality, stoppi'd for a little time. 
There were millions of acres covered 
with these growths. The arctic Kummer 
haa tt perpetual sun, and thu indigenons 
plants and trees grow and dt^velop with 
great rapidity. The summer comes sud­ 
denly. and with it innumoifable birds 
of all varieties, but they come to what 
fM)ems a barren waste, for there is noth­ 
ing visible but snow and ice. Within 24 
hours, however, thii frostbound region 
changes its api>earance. 
Tlio snow dis­ 
solves, the ice molts away, and nature’s 
bounty stands revealed. 
The autumn 
snows full here and cover the plants, 
with their loads of fruit, keeping it iu 
the most perfect condition until the 
springtime, when it furnishes food for 
the millions of birds that make this 
tlieir summer home.—New Vork Ledger.

M. Barnard, of Kent, and W. F. W hit- 
meyer, of Ionia. 


The committe« on ro-solulions reported a? 
follows : 


Resolved, T hat thisaa^ociatioii is in favor 
of doing away with Iho labor highway tax, 
and th at all taxes be paid in money,

believe that less tax, in monoy would ac­ 
complish more for highway iiuprovenunts 
than i.s now secured, and that the law lu> so 
formed that persons assessed for higiiway

Resolved, That the ollifo of pathm aster 
be aUdished and all money collected in 
townships be expended by thocommis.>iioner, 
and all contracts over ^25 must be a]>> 
proved by the township board. 


Resolved, T hat the state constitution 'oe 
changed so that tiie state can give aid un­ 
der certain restrictions for the improve­ 
m ent of the roads of the counties, and also 
that property now paying a specific tax, 
none of which can be used for higiiways«, 
shall be made to contribute to the highway 
fund. 


The entire morning was spent in the dis 
cussion of whether or not to suspend the 
rnlo-s and allow all present to vote oii the 
adoption of tlie resolutions. 
Many farmers 
and others present, who are intere.sted in 
the movement, but who wcip niiwilling to 
join the association yet, wanted a voice iu 
tho proceedings.

Tho flubjcot was Ebenezer Hopkins 
Profit, a native of Groton, now dead, 
who is well reiuonibered by inanj per­ 
sons iu Boston. 
Uu was a son of Solo­ 
mon and Doroiis (Hopkins) Frost and 
was born on Dee. 7, 1824. Ho booame 
noted a.s a singer atid toaohor of vocal 
niumc, and was u mein bor of tho Han­ 
del nnd Haydn society of Boston. 


Dr. Mortou first triod on himself the 
exporiniunfc of inhaling etlier, and in 
doscri biug tho cfTeot it produced be said: 


"Delighted with tho snocesa of tbti 
exporinieut, I immediately announced 
tho result to tho persons employed In 
luy establishment, aud waited impa­ 
tiently for some one upon whom I oonld 
make a fuller trial. Toward evening a 
man residing in Boston came in snffer- 
ing great puin and wishing to have a 
tootb extracted. 
Ho >vas afraid of the 
operation, nnd asked if ho could be uies- 
meri'/od. 1 told him 1 had something 
better, and saturating luy handkerchief 
gave it to him to inhale. It was dark 
and Dr. Haydeu held tho lamp while I 
extracted a firmly rooted bicuspid tooth. 


“ There was not much alteration in 
tho pulse and no relaxation of the mnt- 
clea 
Ho recovered in a minute, and 
know nothing of what had been done to 
him. 
Ho remained for somo time talk­ 
ing about tho experiment. This was un 
tho 30th of September, 1840. I consid­ 
ered it tu btrthe first demonstration of 
this new fact in science. I havo bewd 
of no oni«who can provo an earlier dem­ 
onstration. If any one can do so, I yield 
to him tbe point of priority of tim e." 


Imniediati ly after tho operation Frost 
gave n ccrtitic^ato corroborating tho state- 
mentH and signed himself as tlien living 
at. 43 1‘iiiice street, Boston. Nearly SO 
y^ars afterward ho died at. Fitohbarg, 
on Sept. 7, I.Siid.

Aifnme, if you please, that the gripe 
aro properly placed at the ends of the 
handle bar, from 12 to 18 inches apart, 
and that the proper place for tho rider's 
hands Is on the grips. The fact remains 
that the average rider seldom touches 
his gripe in riding, but grips tho naked 
her on either side of and close to the 
top of the steering head. Are we to in* 
fer from this that the standard of haudle 
bar eonstruction is all wrong and that 
the grips should be at the top of the 
bar and not more than eight inches 
apart, or that tbe bar should be loft 
long to meet the exigencies of rough 
riding, while the material of which the 
gripe are made should cover tbe entire 
bar up to within an inch or two of tho 
center, or that it would be well to have 
m pair of supplementary grips at tho 
place indicated by the position assumed 
by the rider, or what? 
^ 


Undoubtedly the present standard 
handle bar is correct. The average 
rider, for one thing, hss his grips drop­ 
ped so low that ho cannot roach tiiem 
conveniently, so that his easiest position 
is with his hands oil the top of the bar, 
and again many riders, with level or up­ 
turned bars, who are able to reach their 
grips comfortably, have acquired the 
habit of grasping tbe nickel iu defer­ 
ence to the popular idea. We thiuk that 
every rider is obliged at times to use 
his grips. Full handle bar leverage is 
necessary whenever steering is rendered 
difflcult by rough surface or otherwise. 
At snob times every rider finds that tho 
standard bar comes in handy. Supple­ 
mentary grips would detract measura­ 
bly from tho trim appearauce of tho 
handle bar, and it uiny be doubted 
whether cyclists us a class would toler­ 
ate them. A bar entirely covered with 
cork or other grip material would speed­ 
ily become soiled and make a sorry 
looking object iu comparison witb tho 
bright nickeled bor.—American Cyclist.

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WOULD CREATEA NEW DISTRICT 


He Has a Remedy for the Relief of 


the Overburdened Second 


Judicial District, 


ABOUT THE COUNTY, 


Knit-plain.

Using: the Counties now Comprising 


the Second, Fifth and Ninth 


Districts. 


In connection with tho proposition to 


detach Berrien county from the second 
judicial district and make it a district 
Ity itself Attorney George M. Valentine 
presents plans which are practical and 
ought to be thoroughly consistent with 
the desires of Cass county, which com- 
prises the other part of this district. 


The plan which Mr. Valentine is in- 


clined to regard as the one which will 
uppeal most favorably to the various 
counties concerned involves the crea- 
tion of a new district. 
He has another 


proposition which has to do with a 
change in the fifth and ninth districts 
but this plan he considers impracticable 
on account of the possibility of its be- 
ing unconstitutional as it would throw 
one of the judges now in ollieo out of a 
job and although the legislature has 
the power to rearrange judicial dis- 
tricts it is prohibited from so arrang- 
ing them that a judge will be relieved 
of his office. 


The fifth judicial district comprises 


Barry, Eaton and Calhoun counties and 
the ninth Van Burcn and Kalama/.oo. 
If it wore uot constitutionally wrong 
Mr. Valentino would have Barry and 
Kulumazoo constitute one 
district, 


Eaton and Calhoun another, Van Burcn 
and Cuss the third and Berrien alone 
the fourth. 
The difficulty with such 


an arrangement is that Judge Smith of 
the fifth district resides in Barry county 
and Judge Buck of the ninth district in 
Kalamaxoo county, bringing both judges 
in the same district and necessarily 
legislating one of them out of ofileo 
which there is grave doubt of the legis- 
lature being able to do. 


The most practical plan in the mind 


of Mr. Valentine is to create another 
district from the second, 
fifth and 


ninth districts. He proposes that Barry 
and Eaton, be made a district. Kalama- 
zoo and Calhoun another, Van Bureu. 
and Cass the third and Berrien the 
fourth. The only possible objection to 
this scheme aside from that of provid- 
ing the salary of another judge IB that 
of making Kalania/po and Calhoun, 
both populous counties, into one dis- 
trict. The business of that district, 
however, would scarcely be as great as 
in the fifth district where there are 
now three counties. 


Tho salary of a circuit judge is $2,500 


a year, and for this small consideration 
the counties of the second, Ufth and 
ninth judicial districts should not be 
iumpellcd to continue under the pres- 
ent inconvenient and harrassing condi- 
tion. The local attorneys are vigor- 
ously agitating a change and iu alt 
jrobability the matter will come up be- 
fore the next legislature. 


Some relief, it is agreed by the. mem- 


bers of the Berrien county bar, must 
be provided for this district in order 
that the circuit court business fan be 
transacted with less inconvenience to 
attorneys and less expense to clients. 
The fact that, the civil cases on the 
October calendar 
have 
not 
been 


reached yet is evidujuee of the vast 
amount of court business in this county.
